A JOUHNKI" THROUGH SYHIA.—In his 
re- 


cently printed consular report from JJejrout 
Mr. T. S. Jago gives some interesting notes 
on a journey which he made through central 
and northern Syria, a country little, if ever 
visited, by European travellers. From Trip- 
oli to Lntakai, a distance of about seventy- 
two miles, the chief 
thing that struck him 


was the almost total absence of population. 
The sparse cultivation met with is maiuly 
confined to cereals; the implements used are 
of the rudest kind; the cattle of the peasantry 
are puny and.undersized: and the abject ap- 
pearance and condition of the denizens of 
the mud MUfigcs and tho throe small towns 
of Tortosa, Gebelo,ancl Morkab,sbow a state 
of affairs tho reverse of prosperous. 
The 


means of communication are simply Iho 
tracks inado in (he course of ages by camels, 
mules, and other beasts of burden. No 
fewer than thirteen rivers and streams have 
to be crossed in this distance, and there are 
only three bridges fit lo be used. 
F.ducn- 


lion among these "fellaheen" is unknown. 
and tho only person whu cnn read is gene-r- 
ally, besides the scheik of the village, the 
resident agent of tbo Tripoli or Latakin 
money lender, who owns the village or who 
advances money upon tbo crops. 
Their 


food is course bread and sour milk in Sum- 
mer, while in Winter n few olives and dried 
fruit take the pince of Iho milk. 
A mat of 


reeds, with u coverlet and n rtido pillow. 
forms thoir bed. 
Mutton fnt, with a strip 


of cotton rag for a wick, supplies them with 
a little light -for their dwellings. 
Meat, 


coffee and sugar are luxuries, like rice, spar- 
ingly partaken of by the more aiHueut on 
tho occasion of marriages, religious feasts, 
etc.

unchaste life because ho lives with a woman 
to whom ho was united in civil marriage. 
The ijuostion will also be raised whether Ilie 
civil government iu iho United States will 
allow any ecclesiastical authorities within its 
jurisdiction to inflict other than spiritml 
penalties. 


Our civil government known nothing of 


ninrringe as a sacrament; it knows it only as 
n civil contract which may be performed 
with or without religious sorvices. It seems 
certain, therefore, that the stale of Massa- 
chusells is hound lo protect Ihe plainlin in 
this case.from Iho aspersions of Iho defend- 
ant. 
If the priest refused absolution or the 


sacraments lo Iho plaintiff il could hardly bo 
shown lhal Ihe slale had anything lo do re- 
garding the matter, but when one citizen of 
lh» slate publicly declares llial another 
citizen, having been married in accordance 
with the laws of the state, is living in gross 
and open immorality, then unquestionably a 
libel has been coumiilleil, and Mr. Fanning 
is entitled to the modest sum which ho con- 
siders sufficient to Booth the feelings of him- 
self and his wife.

Tho Calvin- 
Iits wcro Biibscquently included, and the 
title becanib goneral for fill Iho socls outside 
tho original Christian church. The six pro- 
testing princes were John and George, the 
electors of Saxony mid Brandenburg: Er- 
nest and Francis, tho two dukes of Lunon- 
burg; the landgrave of Hesso and tho prinoo 
of Anh&lt.

It is a strange sight to see 
large companies going to tho theatres or 
churches, the gondolas taking up and set- 
ting down one after the other, just as they 
do on public occasions in our groat cities. 
We wore mot by gondolas hdon some with 
wood, some with coal, somb with iron, and 
others evidently paying visits, and not a few 
of tho aristocracy, their dark cabins closed 
nnd their dark curtains down. There was

with cotton 
from 


Snij'rna with a red-turbiined Turk on the' 
top smoking bis long pipe. H shows the 
force of custom that nil theso gondolas are 
painted black by nu edict of Hie fifteenth 
century. Tho oscuso was that this undue 
competition aud exlraviiguuca Ja decoration, 
but tho real reason was undoubtedly that 
any one might travel without detection.

marks the decay of this old world, that a 
custom in tho last degree depressing should 
be permitted in tbe face of tmivorsal criti- 
cism and complaint.
